So happy that you were able to attend yesterday's Prop. 39 Workshop, and I'm glad 
that it was productive and engaging. 

To answer your question, I believe that your signatures need to roughly reflect the 
grade levels that you intend to serve. So it may be a red flag to LAUSD if you don't 
have many signatures for 1st graders.

As soon as I left the office I started my Prop. 39 application. It makes 
much more sense after the session! 

I have a few questions regarding Tables 1-4: 

• Our first year model is designed for 120 students - 60 in Tk/K and 60 
in first grade. 

• What happens if the majority of our signatures are TK/K? (I'm striving 
REALLY hard to at least get 85 signatures) 

• Of 85 signatures, what if only 10-15 are for first grade? 

• Will LAUSD see that as a red flag and cause to reject our app? 

This may change my outreach strategy 
over the next three weeks.
